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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 7-12, 14, 15, 17, and 18 are pending in the instant application. 
Pre-Appeal Brief 

A pre-appeal conference has been held on the pre-appeal brief filed on April 14, 
2008. The panel has decided to reopen prosecution in the application. Therefore, the 
finality of the previous action is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Objections 

Claims 1-7, 9-12, and 14 were previously objected to for containing elected and 
non-elected subject matter. As the elected species is now found to be patentable, the 
objection is withdrawn as the claims have now been searched in their entirety. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-7 and 9-12 and 14 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being obvious over Cao et al. (WO 2002/64586) in view of In re Wood (199 USPQ 137). 
Applicant's arguments have been found to be persuasive, and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Expansion of Search 

As the elected species is now found to be patentable, the search has been 
expanded to cover the full scope of Group I. Therefore, claims 1 , 7-12, and 14 have 
been fully searched and are no longer withdrawn in any part from consideration. 
Rejoinder 

Claims 1, 7-12, and 14 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 15, 17, and 18, directed to the 
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process of making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on October 3, 2006 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any 
claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes 
all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over 
the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 .
